Mr. Bonar Law, who is 63 years of age, was Chancellor 
of Exchequer from 1916 to 1919, and Colonial Secreva.s 
from May, 1915,.to December, 1916. Before taking up 
politics wasa Glasgow iron merchant; entered Parliament 
1900, and established himself by 2 single speech: Partiament- 
ary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 1902-05. Lost his seat - 
in 1906 election, but was returned for Dulwich. recognised | 
as 2 powerful advocate of Tariff Reform in the House.

He 
said that at 7.15 ca September 
2th. a gang of four or five robbers 
gained acceas to the first, and 
secend thers of 26 Wing, Woo 
Street, the offices of the Kwong 
Tak Loong firma, by representiog 
that they were bearers of presents 
for one of the emplosees who was 
sick. Woaipping out arms the 
robbers bLouad and gagged four 
foki~ om the frst door, and after- 
wards proceeded to the secund floor, 
after leasing aguard xt the bead of 
the starrs and another on the tist 
tlour. The treatroent meted out to 
the people an the secand tloor was 
Jthe same as the other fukis, and 
from the manager ofthe firm the 
robbers .nansved to gek the keys of 
the safes, which were all oo the 
jfrst tloor. The safes Were 
spatematically searched and frum 
them the rubbers: ‘stole SL8G0 in 
Honvkeng curreacy, approximately 
S1,e0 in American money, and a 
quantity of gold coins aud Mexican 
silver dollars. Probanly realising 
the dacser of intesruption from 
outside, the intruders pulled down 
the blinds ia the front rooms of 
both Moors snd extinguished the 
lights, only leaving burning om the 
first stores lights, above ‘the stair 
landing and in tke rear cubicle, 
acl on the second rfaor one light 
in the accountant’s athee.

PROPHET OF DISASTER. 


American Banker on — 
Europe’s’ Outlook. 


When in Paris recently Mr. 
the 


{ 
| Frank A... Vanderlip, 
: banker. speaking of the 


conditions in Europe, insisted 
upon the economic unity of 
Europe. The Continent, he said, 
contaics more inhabitants than it 
can noursh. and the necessary 
emigration is jeopardized by 
existing conditions. The fallen 
exchanges must lead to disaster. 

He takes the exsmple of 
Austria. Austria has need of coal 
and wheat, which ske must buy 
abroad. Dering the winter she 
will find herself in a mosteritical 
situation. Her total collapse 
with ite attendant misery -must 
be expected, though sbe has 
manced to sabsist for so long on 
charity. — 

In Germany the problem is 
vaster, and charity will not avail. 
The final fall of Germany will be 
swifter “than that of Austria. 
Indeed. the German problem is 
the most urgent matter we now 
have toface. The Freoch claims 
are certainly just, bat it. is evi- 
dent that Germany cannot pay 
immediately the sams which are 
due.. Whether the depreciation 
of tbe mark is voluntary or not 
Germany will suffer grestly. Not 
only does a financial collapse 
threaten. but there will be indus- 
trial depression, unemployiment, 
higher prices in the interior, and 
serious eocial disorders. In de- 
manding more France willreceive 
less, and « roined Germany will 
be a contagious example to its 
neighbour and to Evrope gener- 
ally. 

In June last the prospact of a 
large loan was favourgble in 
America, and France would have 
received her part. But it was 
impossible to accord credits 
while the reparations figure was 
132,000,000,000 ‘gold rpatks 
[£6.600,000,000] To-day the pro- 
spect is worse, because of the 
plunge of the mark. 

As for inter-Allied . debts, 
America is not pleased with the 
arguments of Europe. ‘The Unit- 
ed States considets that its con- 
tribution to tha war was 
sufficiently important to prerent 
anyone ‘from contesting the 
character of the ioans she advanc- 
ed. Had the debtors stater that 
they were unable to pay, the con- 
ditions of reimbursement would 
have been easy and. new loans 
might have been accorded. Bat 
the discussions, in throwing doubt 
op the altruism of the United 
States. .have chilled American 
opinion, , Moreover, the European 
nations, with the. excep’ ion of 
Eoglar‘d, have made no provisions 
in their budgets for the repay- 
mont of these debts, and it cannot 
be esid thet these debts ara 
responsible for the situation-

DEMAND FOR BRITISH COAL, 

The demand for British coal 
from tha United Ststes has ex- 
ceeded anticipations. In August 
the orders placed for British coal 
exceeded one million tons, and that 
of this quantity nearly one-half 
was for South Wales coals. In the 
last few daysof July and the first 
week in August American baying 
was practically suspended, bat it 
afterwards became very active, 
and it is now estimgted that the 
contracts placed exceed two 
million tons, of which the greater 
partis for shipment from South 
Wales ports, statea Barclay’s 
Bank report for September, which .
